sand pounds of powder were explod­ 
ed in one blast near here Saturday, 


shattering 150,000 tons of rock and 


ieducing a high bluff to a mass of 
small stone. 


The blast was sot off in a quarry 


at 
Fort 
Bellefontaine. 
The stone 
loosened by the explosion will be 
hauled to cement mills. 
Three thou­ 
sand car loads of stone 
now 
are 
available where Friday there was a 
solid mass of rook. 
The blast was the 
third 
largest 
ever fired in the United States. 
Al! 
tile workmen connected with the ex­ 
plosion retired a quarter of a mib* 
from tho hill before lighting the fuse. 
A photographer, however, stood with­ 
in COO feet of the rock, and while 
stones were hurled ISO feet above his 
head took a picture of the explosion. 
Preparations for the Mast had been 
under 
way 
three months. 
Tunnels 
tad been driven Into tho cliff and 
cross tunnnels were excavated far 
within. 
Each tunnel was wired so 
that one flash of electricity would set 
off tho entire twenty tons of powder 
that filled the mines. 
The photographer, who stood near­ 
est the hill when it was blown up, 
said the noise of the explosion was 
disappointing, as the powder was so 
deep in the hill only a muffled sound 
could be heard. 
“’There was a muffled roar and 
rumble,” ho continued. 
“The earth 
where I stood trembled and I saw the 
face of the bluff take an appearance 
not dissimilar to that of tilt4 surface 
of a small body of water when it is 
‘•overed with thin ice atm softie dar­ 
ing skaters are gliding over the sur­ 
face. 
“But this swaying was only for a 
moment. 
The entire bluff appeared 
lifted 
in 
the air a few feet. 
The 
smoke and dust arose in 
a 
dense 
volume, and while the main body of 
the bluff settled hack immediately a 
mass of broken stone was thrown 
high in the air. and I could sec and 
hoar tin4 splash as sorm* of them fell 
Into the Missouri river.”
